ROBIN BANKER INDICTED... 


W. L: Brower of the Northern Ac- 
cused of Perjury. . 


The Grand Jury which has been in- 
vestigating the relations between Joseph 
G. Robin ana the Various organizations: he 
controlled filed an indictment _ before 
Judge Swann in General Sessions yester- 
day charging Willlam bb. Brower, ex 
Vice President of the Northern Bank of 
New York, with perjury In that he filed a 
false statement in regard to the assets 
of that institution. As soon .as the in- 
dictment was found his counsel, Arthur 
B. La Far, was notified, and at 2 o’clock 
Brower appeared in court and pleaded 
not .guilty to the indictment. He was 
released on $3,000 bail. 

It is charged in the indictment that on 
Aug. 81 Brower, then. Vice President of 
the Northern Bank, filed.a statement with 
the Superintendent of Banks in which hs 
swore to items therein which were not 
true. Among these items was-a statement 
of the aggregate amount of specie, legal 
tender notes, and notes of National banks 
held by the Northern at the cloge of 
business on Aug. 31. 

According to the indictment this amount 
Was stated to be $949,405.09; while in real- 
ity it was only $893,157.25, The difference 
was a long overdue check drawn on the 
Northern Bank by the Bankers’_ Realty 
and Security. Company, a corparation 
owned by Robin, in the amount of $56,247, 
which; by’ Robin’s orders, was carried as 
@ cash‘item. instead of being presented for 
payment. 

It was also learned Jast night that the 
Grand.

THE BOSTON ‘ORCHESTRA.- 


Schubert, . Beethoven,. and Humper- 
dinck Played—Mischa Eiman, Soloist, 


“The Boston Symphony Orchestra is in 
New York for its third visit, and its first 
concert was given last evening in Carne- 
gie Fall. There was a change in the pro 
gramine from shee which was at first an- 
nounced, In.placé ofthe overture by Han- 
del, the. andante from Schubert's “ Un- 
finished Symphony ” was~ played at the 
beginning of the concert, in.memory of 


| James. Jackson Higginson, late of New 


York, brother of the founder:and support- 
er of the orchestra, whose death occurred 


a few days ago. The observance was fit- 
ting, as was the music that was chosen 
for it, the performance of which was 
poetic and in every way delightful. 

The symphony was Beethoven's seventh, 
which does not seem to have been -played 
in New York very recently, and which 
came as a delight and a refreshment. Mr. 
Fiedler presented a finished, clear, and 
vigorous performance, one by no means 
academic; - elastic -in tempo, beautifully 
shaded in dynamics, warm and rich in 
tone, At the end of the concert came a 
movement from Prof. Engelbert Humper- 
dinck’s ‘‘ Moorish’ Rhapsody,"’ entitled 
“ Tangier: A Night in a Moorish Café.’ 


It is an interesting piece of music, bril-° 


liant and genial, and shows the com- 
poser’s remarkable skill.im writing for the 
orchestra. Prof. Humperdinck has been 
te the North African coast, and therefore 
presumably embodied in this music first.
